IS Pruffian Majefty having held fe- 
veral Conferences with his Mini- 
fters touching the Means of aug 
‘menting his Troops, and eftabli 
ing the Militia on a proper Foot, 

it has been refolv'd in the firft place, thatevery 
Company of Foot, which confifts at prefent 
of 125 Men, fhall be made wp, 160; and that 
every Troop of Horfe and Dragoons, now of 
60 Men, fhall be made up 85 ; and likewife 
to raife fome Independent Companies and 8 
new Battallions; which Augmentation will 
amount to 12000 Men. And it be.ng his 
Majefty’s Intention that the faid Levies fhould 
be compleated by the middle of May, in or- 
der to the fending of 25000 Men by the end 
of that Month, to fuccour the Circles of Fran- 
conia and Swabia, a Royal Edié& isin the 
Prefs, which commands every Captain to raife 
15 Men, andthe feft will be taken chiefly 
from the Artificers in the feveral Towns, who 
are to contribute according to the Number of 
Men they keep at Work. The Funds for pay- 
ing thefe Forces are already fettled. As for 
the Militia, the following Ordinances have 
been made, viz. That out of 20000 Peafants 
who are lifted and have been exercis'd this 
Winter by Subalrern. Officers, 10000 fhall be 
chofen, arid be divided into 4 Regiments un- 
der proper Officers; of which Regiments one 
fha!l be quarter'd between the Rhine and the 
Wefer, the 2d between the Wefer and the 
Elbe, the 3d between the Elbe and the Order, 
and the 4th between the Oder and the Viftula. 
The remaining roooo are to be exercis'd, that 
they may be rendred fit for Service in cafe of 
Need, and may relieve the others by turns. 
As for. the Kingdom of Pruffia, where there 
is a feparate’ Militiay they are to be put upon 
the following Eftablifhment. viz. The s000 
Men of the Country call’d Branteen, who have 
been kept up fince his Majefty firft meddled 
with Elbing, are to be augmented by 8000 
Men more. And his Majefty has order’d 50000 
Rixdollars to be paid out of his Treafury to 


buy fuch Arms as fhall.be wanting for them 


befides what the Arfenals can furnifh, that 
they may be {peedily in a Condition of doing 
Service.
